The above brief dispatch, which 


appeared in yesterday's Cincinnati En- 
quirer tells the sad story of the closing 
days of a young man who was once 
one of the popular young people of this 
city. The story of his troubles has 
been known to friends in this city for 
several mouths, but the matter has 
been kept very quiet and was not gen- 
erally known. 


Young Brodbeok was the son of Mr. 


and Mrs. Frederick P. Brodbeck. He 
was about 27 years of age and was born 
and grew up to manhood in this city. 
For a number of years he was head 
usher at the Grand 'opera house anl 
was considered one of the best ushers in 
this section. He clerked in the hard- 
ware store of his brother-in-law, W. L". 
Russell,on Front street.for some years 
He was also traveling salesman for that 
gentleman a few months. Seveial years 
ago the family moved to Lancaster, 
where F. P, Brodbeck took charge of 
the Hotel Martin. 
Young Charles be- 


came head clerk. 
He fell in with a 


fast crowd of Lancaster young men and 
spent a great deal of money. Becom- 
ing involved in debt, he left town sud- 
denly several months ago. 
It was said 


that he took several thousand dollars 
fielongiug to the hotel, but this fact 
was always denied by his father.

family did not hear from him again 
antil the message came announcing his 
death in Mexico.

Charley Biodbeck was a 
generous,

'THE: AMERICAN RIFLEMEN AT THE 


. 
BATTLE OF NEW ORLEANS. * 


A- Description of tlie Encasement "by Gen- 


eral J«ck«on—A letter From "Old Hich- 
ery*'—How Fack««liam'B Veteran* Were 
Defeated by OFrontlernmen. 


In The Century William Hngh Rob- 


arts has an article eutitlerl "Napoleon's 
Interest lu the Battle of New Orleans." 


, In this is qnotocl a hitherto unpublished 
letter written by General Jackson to Mr. 
James Monroe. 
A jiurtiou of the letter 


follows: 


There was a very heavy fog on the 


river that morning, and the British had 
formed aud were moving before I knew 
it. The disposition of the riflemen was 
very simple. They v/ero told off in Nos. 
1 and 2. 
JSo. 1 was to firo first, then 


step back and Jefc No. 2 shoot while he 
.reloaded. About (500 yutds from the rifle- 
men there was a great rlraiuage caual 
running back froca the Mississippi river 
to .the swamp in the rear of the- tilled 
laud on which we werooporatirsg. Along 
this caual the British formed, under the 
fire of the few artillery pieces I had 
near enongh to them to get their range. 
But the instant I saw them i Raid to 
Coffee, whom I directed to hurry to his 
Hue, 
which was to be first attacked: 


"By ——, we have got thernl They are ' 
ours I" Coffee dashed forward, and, rid- 
ing along his 3ine, called'soot, "Don't 
shpoc till you can see their helt buckles!" 
The British were formed in mass, -well 
closed up, and about two aompanieB 
front. . 


The British, thus formed, moved on 


at a qnick step, without firing a shot, to ' 
within 100 yards of the kneeling rifle- 
men, who wore holding their' fire till 
they could see the belt bnokles of their 
enemies. The British advance was exe- 
cuted as though they hud been on pa- 1 
rade. They marched shoulder to ahonl- | 
der, with the step of veterans, as they ' 
were. 
At 100 yards distance from our 


line the order was given : "Extend col- i 
nmn 
frontl 
Doable qnick, marchl 


Charge!" V7ith bayonets at the charge, j 
they came on us at a run. I own it was 
an anxious moment. 
I well knew the 


charging column' was made np of the 
picked troops of the British army. They \ 
had been trained by the duke himself, j 
\verecommauded by his brother-in-lavV; i 
and had successfully held off the ablest j 
of Napoleon's marshals in the Spanish j 
campaign. My riflemen'had never seen i 
such an attack, nor had they ever before [ 
fought white mop. 
The morning, too, j 


\vas damp. 
The,ir powder, might not 


burn well. "God help ust" I muttered, 
watching the rapidly advancing line. 
Seventy, 60, 50, finally 40 yards, were 
they from the silent kneeling riflemen. 
All of my men that I could see was their 
long rifles rested on the logs before ! 
them. 
They obeyed their orders well, i 


Not a shot was fired until the redcoats I 
•were within 40 yards. I heard Coffee's j 
voice as he roared out: "Now, men, aim 
for the center of the cross bolts 1 JPirel" 
A second after the order a crackling, 
blazing flash ran nil nlou^our line. The 
smoke hung so heavily in the misty 
: 


morning air that I could not see what 
had happened. 
I called Tom Overtoil 


and Abner Duncan of my staff, and we 
galloped toward Coffee's line. In a few 


• seconds after the first fire there came 
another sharp, ringing volley. 
As I 


oame within 150 yards of Coffee the 
emoke lifted enongh for mo to make out 
what was happening. 


The British wore falling back in a 


- confused, disorderly mass, and the en- 


tire first ranks of their column were 
blown away. For 200 yards in our front 
the ground was covered with a mnss of 
writhing, wounded, dead and dying red- 
coats. By the tiuio the rifles were wiped 
the British line was reformed, and on 
it came again. This time they were led 
by General Pivkeuham in person, gal- 
lantly mounted and riding as though ha

THE ORIENTAL PEDDLER, 


Sim Rogue and Forfjer Was a Typical 


Soldier of Fortune. 


The hero of the following Btory, Kis- 


snne, hud open a prominent business 
miiu in Cincinnati. He was tried with 
others and acquitted on the charge of 
bnrning the stnamboat Martha Wash- 
ington to secure instance, and after- 
ward was scut to the ps.itentiary fora 
large bank forgery: 


Into the Walker Nicaragua expedi- 


tion, made up for the most part of "men 
of stroug 'character, tired., of tho hum-5 
drum of common life and ready for a 
career which might bring them the 
sweets of adventure or the rewards of 
fame," Kissaiie now, ou coming out of 
the penitentiary, threw himself with all 
the abandon of his daring nature.

The latter made sudden salliee 
on the neighboring haciendas, and, cap- 
turing the wives and daughters of prom- 
inent Nicaraguaus, held thorn aa hos- 
tages to be exchanged for money or pro- 
visions.

In his hand 
ho carries a lucky bag. When, he entftrs 
a pafe, he invites yon'to dip*ypur hand 
in the bag and try your hack for a. pair of 
live turkeys, a beautiful Egyptian shawl 
shimmering with gold or silver em- 
broidery, or some other of the many 
ornaments peculiar to the east. It is diffi- 
cult to resist his persuasive eloquence. 


The method'of procedure is this: In 


his lucky bag the huwkcr carries 200 
numbers. The figures are neatly inscrib- 
ed on small slips of stiff paper. These 
are rolled and curled up in. the lucky 
bag, which resembles a pillow case more 
than anything else. 
When the peddler 


enters the cafe, his quick eye soon de- 
tects a likely customer. To start by do- 
ing a trade will greatly enhance his 
chances •with others. Terms are arrang- 
ed, say three tries for a half franc. 
Then you guess, perhaps three times, at 
the lucky number, say between 100 aud 
120, as arranged. 


On drawing the first number yon pay 


down your half franc. 
Of course the 


odds are very much against you. 
The 


hawkers in Cairo and Alexandria make 
a very fair har vest when these cities are 
full. 
As much as 15 to 18 francs for a 


turkey which costs 5 francs is pretty 
good prone. Somebody, of course, wins 
i/; in the long run. 


The articles disposed of in this way 


comprise boxes of splendid peaches and 
other fruits, soap, flowers in great va- 
riety, plants and the beautiful poin- 
eettia, turkeys and other live stock, 
game in season, fish, 'dates, a great va- 
riety of ornaments, cunning devices in 
clocks, furniture, etc. 


There is another side to the picture. 


The eastern hawker would not be con- 
tent with the mere gamble for a lucky 
number without exercising his natural 
ingenuity. "While he is talking to a 
would be "fiutterer" he drop's his hand 
into tho bag and begins shaking up the 
numbers. These, it should be explained, 
are made up in batches of. tens and 
twenties, which are' composed of a 
slightly different qualities of paper. In 
the bag is a false bottom. So delicate is 
Hassan or Abdul's touch that he can 
distinguish one batch from, the other 
with his hand. Instantly yon select your 
numbers he switches them off into the 
reserved compartment.

A Thirteen Month Tear. 


It is suggested that on Jan. 1, 1900, 


a new division of the year into 13 
months bo instituted. If such a division 
were made, the first. 13 mouths would 
have 28 days, or four weeks; each, and 
the new month 20 days, to make 365, 
and 30 in leap years. After a few days 
there would be. no need to refer to calen- 
dars, as the same day of the week would 
have the same date'through the year.
